Some of the new 1963 travel 
deduction 
rules 
m ay 
restrict 
what you can deduct on com ­ 
bined business - pleasure trips 
and may make substantiation of 
all travel expenses more diffi­ 
cult. 
But many taxpayers — and 
particularly traveling salesmen 
— will for the first time be 
able to deduct some cxpendi 
tures on business trips which 
the IRS had not previously al­ 
lowed. 
A taxpayer may now- deduct 
as a part of his traveling ex­ 
penses 
his 
expenditures 
for 
laundry, dry cleaning, or press­ 
ing oi clothing if he was “ away 
from home” when he m a d e 
these expenditures. 
Also, the IRS now permits a 
business expense deduction for 
the cost of transportation by a 
businessman or employe who is 
“ away from hom e’’ from his ho­ 


tel oi motel to and from his 
place of business (for example. 
a custom er’s store). 
This p h r a s e “ away from 
hom e’’ is a technical one in the 
tax law. Meals and lodging of a 
taxpayer are deductible, for in­ 
stance. if the taxpayer is "away 
from home’’ in the pursuit of 
his t r a d e or business. Other­ 
wise. meals and lodging are not, 
of course, deductible — unless. 
under 
certain 
circumstances, 
the meals qualify as deductible 
business entertainment. 
There is a difference of opin­ 
ion among courts, however, as 
to whether “ hom e” means the 
taxpayer's residence or his prin­ 
cipal place of business. Further­ 
more, the IRS seeks to impose a 
rule that the taxpayer must be 
“ away from home overnight’’ 
or where rest was needed in or­ 
der to obtain a deduction for 
his meals. F or most taxpayers, 
these unresolved questions will 
cause no difficulty. 
What is im portant to 
most 
taxpayers a b o u t the phrase 
‘away from hom e” is that they 
cannot generally deduct their 


commuting expenses. 
(A ta x ­ 
payer 
like 
a 
salesm an 
can, 
however, deduct his tran sp o rta­ 
tion expenses on the job even 
though he is not “ away from 
home,’’ says the IRS, just as 
long as the expenses are direct­ 
ly attributable to the actual con­ 
duct of his trade or business.) 
But there arc exceptions even 
to the commuting expense rule! 
For example, tho IRS ruled this 
past year that a musician who 
uses his automobile to com mute 
to work solely because his in­ 
struments 
are 
too 
hulky 
to 
carry can deduct his transpor­ 
tation costs. 
This ruling means that any 
taxpayer can deduct his car ex­ 
pense in going to and from work 
if he would not have used his 
ear on such trips except for the 
need of taking his tools with 
him. 
Another exception: 
You can 
deduct the cost of all tran sp o r­ 
tation between two or m o r e 
posts 
of d u t y 
for 
business 
reasons whether or not they are 
overnight trips.
